In my College days in the States, 
we looked with snat admiration en 
McQlll Univeraity. A fine spirit aaem. 
ed to be asseoiatod with this name. 
And now that I have visited your 
College I aee that fine spirit exam- 
piified in mora than one way." These 
were the significant words with which 
Mr. B. H. McClaln. from India, open- 
ed his addresa before a supper-gath- 
ering of the McGllI Mission In Strath- 
cona Hall taat night. Mr. McClaln la 
at present Travclline: Secretary for 
the Foreign Deimrtment of the Inter- 
national Committee of the Y.M.C.A. 
He has spent three years in the Cal- 
cutta Y.M.C.A., two years In Luck- 
now, one year with the Indian troops 
In the Persian Gulf, and some weeks 
in Ceylon, where he met Murray G. 
Brooks, '08, National Secretary of the 
Ceylon Y.M.C.A.'s. 

I'rlticlpal Ilc'.xford, Dr. Symonds, 
Prof. Glfford, Dr. J. A. Nicholson, Mr. 
O. A. Dawson, Prof. P. J. Turner and 
a score of undergraduates were pres- 
ent. After the supper was over Prof. 
Armstrong, Chairman of the Mission, 
in a few introductory remarks, out- 
lined the hature of the gathering, and 
the plans of the Mission for the cur- 
rent year. 

"We are especially fortunate tQ- 
nlght," said Prof. Armstrong, "to 
have with us two gentlenien, Mr; B. 
H. McClaln from Jndià,..who.hàa- been 
in close touch with our work at Cey- 
lon, and who has come expressly to 
McGiU for helping us out for a few 
days, and Dr. Harold Balme, a Medi- 
cal Missionary from China, whom Mr. 
MacLeod met a few days ago in Niag- 
ara, and who is visiting .Montreal for 
a short time in the interests' of the 
Student Volunteer Movement Both 
these men are gentlemen who stand, 
to my mind, as pioneers of service 
and of sacrifice, and they are both 
Itonourablo men. We are glad to have 
them In McGlll." 

Prof. Armstrong then announced 
that two of the members of the ex- 
ecutive went overseas, and their po- 
sitions had to be filled since the last 
meeting of the Mission. Mr. G. Hes- 
lam, B.A., enlisted with the McGlU 
Battery draft last June, and his place 
was taken by Mr. A. McGarry, B.A., 
13. Lt. E. A. CorbLtt the able Sec- 
rotary of the Mission, went oversea.s 
last September, and his position was 
filled by the new Secretary of the As- 
sociation, Mr. Donald MacI,eod, a man, 
Prof. Armstrong said, who had al- 
ready done brilliant work In connec- 
tion with the Y.M.C.A.'s of the city. 

The Chairman then called on Mr. 
Macl/ood to introduce Dr. Balme, Mr. 
MacLeod expressed his thanks -to the 
Chairman for his.lcind words, and 
stated that he considered it a great 
honour to have been chosen as Secre- 
tary of the McGlll Mission. He 
spoke of the great privilege of being 
allowed to do' .something which would 
make Murray Brooks and Gordon 
Brown feel that the McOiU Mission 
stands right behind them In their 
glorious work of service and sacri- 
fice. In introducing Dr. Balme, Mr. 
.MacLocd said that Dr. Balme was an 
P.R.C.S., Professor of Surgery in 
Shantung University ,and Superinten- 
dent of the University Hospital. Dr. 
Balme is a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of London, and Is now connect-; 
I'd with the largest medical college In 
China. At present he Is- travelling in 
the Interests of the Student Volunteer 
Movement. 

Dr. Balme, in beginning his address, 
expressed his great pleasure of bo- 
ing privileged to be present at such a 
gathering. The work of the McGlll 
Mission was Intensely Interesting- to 
ilin, "Any one Interested In educa- 
tional or religious work In the East," 
aid Dr. Balme, "is confronted .with 
an extraordinary similarity of con- 
ditions. Under the apparent dirtor- 
cnccs, for e.xample, one finds In China 
and tndla there is an undercurrent, a 
rising of a tremendous vital power 
which moves on and on. Before the 
British occupation of India there was 
a total absence of national or coher- 
ent feeling of unity and kinship. Since 
then a' feeling of nationality has de- 
veloped, which has become a tremen- 
dous power In s that nation's life." 
'.'And 80 with China," continued Dr. 
Balme. In 1911 not only the yoke of 
the Manchus was broken,- that In it- 
self was not the only great accom- 
plishment, but one was awed with that 
splendid body of men who gathered 
together from all over China to dis- 
ciiss the future of their country. Be- 
fore the students of India and the stu- 
dents, .of China the some^jçrobîem pre- 
sents itself, the same MntenseThatlon-

In a personal letter to Dr. -Porter, 
Lady Brunton.^'s^tM that she and Sir 
Stopford have recently visited Beck- 
wlth, who has a broken leg, and Is In 
a V.A.D. hospital at.

"It's an ill wind that blows nobody 
good." and as Capt. Simpson remark- 
ed last night, the rain was a God-send 
to the members of the C.O.T.C., and 
It took the form of an address from 
Capt. Graham, late chaplain of a 
Canadian cavalry unit in FYance. 

Capt. Simpson, in introducing the 
speaker, pointed out that^Capt. Gra- 
ham had begun his military career as 
private In the ranks of B Company, 
C. O. T. C, later becoming chaplain 
of the 148th Overseas Battalion, af- 
filiated with the McGlll C.O.T.C. 

Capt. Graham began by saying 
that everywhere he went In France 
or England, ho mets grads., or under- 
gradg of McQlll, and that it was a 
great pleasure to him to speak to such 
a splendid body of men In uniform 
able to follow those who had gone be- 
fore, taking up the duties Imposed on 
every man with red blood In his 
veins. 

The Captain went on to say that 
though it was greatly against his de- 
sires to. tell of his own experiences, 
yet for the benefit of those who would 
soon be called upon to don the uniform 
he would try to point out some of 
the conditions they would encounter. 

The lot of. those who go, he said. Is 
not at all undesirable. The expert 
ence . encountered, the knowledge 
gained, far more than makes . up ' for 
any Inconveniences encountered in 
severing -home., connections. The trl^ 
to England made in company with 
and while he was chaplain of the 148th 
Battalion, was a most enjoyable and 
memorable affair. . A convoy of five 
ships convoyed the troops, which con- 
voy was guarded by a single cruiser, 
since owing to a dense fog the squad- 
ron of destroyers failed to locate their 
charge. Near the end of the voyage 
the cruiser, receiving orders to re 
port elsewhere, sailed down the line 
of steamships, her bluejackets "t the 
rail cheering the Canadians, while her 
band played "O Canada." The Cana- 
dian military bands replied with, 
Rule, Britannia." 

Capt. Graham remained till the 148th 
was broken up at Christmas, but the 
men hod their Christmas dinner/ to- 
.?ether, consuming ninety turkeys In 
.-x huge jollification. At the drafting 
Vf the battalion keen disappointment 
Was felt from the Colonel down to the 
youngest drummer boy, but the ac- 
tion of the Colonel In every way be- 
fitted that of .a soldier and a gentle- 
man even in that trying time. '. Col. 
.Magee Indulged, in no wire pulling, 
hut merely reiterated to his staff the 
command of headquarters, saying: 
'Gentlemen, we have 'been ordered -to 
break up. Let the orders be carried 
out' to the letter." It Is such spirit 
that -has secured for him the position 
of general staff officer, No, 2. of the 
Fourth Division In France. 

After the drafting of the ' 148th. 
Capt. Graham was the . first officer 
of that battaUon to reacli France. He 
woç attached to a Cânadiàh Cavalry 
Brigade, a Western unit, owing to a 
mistake In name, and another Gra- 
ham became chaplain of the 24th 
Montreal Battalion, of which ho m 
first expected to be the "padre." 

On his way to the front he realized 
for the first time the magnitude of the 
task of transportation, both as to men 
and supplies, and In his opinion we 
must "hats off" to the unfortunate 
and much maligned gentlemen who 
wear red on, their caps. On this trip, 
after waiting eighteen hours at a .sta- 
tion In a drizzling rain, his transport 
train arrived, and he. In company 
with four or five Indian officers, was 
assigned to a car. Being- a European 
he entered . first, followed by the In- 
dians. They Immediately "kicked up 
such a row" he expected never to see 
the firing line, but a later investiga- 
tion showed that the 'car contained 
meat for the Indian soldiers, and since 
a white man's' shadow had fallen on 
it, all those who ate thereof were in 
danger of eternal damnation. ,.' 

The meat* ostensibly was conkigned 
to the -junk heap, but in the opinion 
of ■ the Captain It eventually fed the 
stomachs for which It was originally 
Intended. . ' ' 

'During the course of his address the 
Captain described only one Incident of 
which he- was not an eye-witness. 
This concerned the winning of the 
V.C. by a Canadian Officer. It ap- 
pëars that outpost 'work had reveal- 
ed the trosence of a number of Boches 
In a small rectangular wood opposite^ 
the Canadian lines. The Colonel In 
command of that section planned a 
direct and flank attack on ' thç wood. 
The charge' was launched, a splendid 
cavalry charge, when the officer com- 
manding one of the squadrons at-- 
tackliig a flank spied -an -enemy ma-

OBT OUT AND FIGHT. 



Generally speaking, it is the fighter who gets things done in 
life. The man who is willing to let matters take their own course 
out of sheer disinclination to come into conflict with anyone is 
never likely to prove a benefactor to mankind. Just as at the front, 
leaders of an aggressive type arc necessary to the forces, so at home 
^ere men are needed who can see the right thing to be done and are 
able to go ahead regardless of opposition until they accomplish it. 
Such men are bound to have plenty of enemies, and perhaps their 
friends will be few, but these will be friends of the right sort, men 
who have come to see where true strength of character lies. 

Everybody is familiar with the kind of man who never has a 
difference of opinion with anybody, who is willing to accept any 
measure that is brotight up for discussion, regardle.ss of the right 
md^wrong of the matter simply because he does not like the clash 
■iPwilis^at will follow his opposition to it. Such a student may be 
fairly popular among his fellows, but when his name is mentioned 
in connection ^vith a responsible position, for examplej^there will be 
a general shrugging of -shoulders and the bystanders will remark, 
"He'd a decent chap, all right, but — To speak plainly, he is 
not the sort of man one can depend on to stand by his side in a tight 
corner, however amiable he may be in everyday life. 

It stands to reason that there must be a time to every man when 
hb must either fight or be ready to sacrifice all his highest ideals, 
jnst as England, apart from the question of her safety, wou\d have 
had to turn traitor to her ideals had she decided not to go into this 
war. This time of trial may very well come to a man during his col- 
lege career, Avhicli is essentially a character-forming a period of life 
It would be well if every student of McGill would bear in mind the 
fact that the issue must be faced. No amount of putting off will 
avail him; sooner or later he must fight or "go under." 

7n writing this, it is not our'intenti<m,to glorify the blustering 
type of character which is/ always at daggers-drawn with two-thirds 
of his acquaintances, and indulges in quarrels froni the mere lové 
of combat. Such a character is deservedly unpopular at college. 
Yet, in- our opinion, he'is to be preferred to the first class of man men- 
tioned. He makes many blunders, no doubt, but at any rate he gen- 
erally backs up his opposition to a measure by acts. He may be 
cordially hated in several quarters, but dislike in his case is mingled 
with a certain grudging respect. As for the man who is afraid to op- 
pose .anybody or anything, he is despised by everyone. 'The right 
minded men despise hira for'iiot coming out strongly on thé right 
side, and the others, for not knowing his "own inind and for being 
susceptible to every outside influence.

OPPORTUNfrV SCHOOL. 

A school for the benefit of those 
who never have had a chance Is be- 
ing conducted by the school system 
of Denver, Col. The object Is. to teach 
the wage earners, men, women, youths 
and girls, how to hold their Jobs. The 
Instruction Is given by men and wo- 
men who are successful in the shops 
and trades. Men and women over 60 
years old are among the pupils, while 
twenty natlonalltiès are represented. 
There are now nearly 2,000 students 
enrolled. 

The "Opportunity School" offers 
Instruction in automobile mechanics. 
Red Cross work, cooking, dietecttvs, 
and other domestic science subjects, 
also salesmanship, halrdressing, mani- 
curing, mechanical drafting, millinery, 
stenography and other practical sub- 
jects. The Red Cross section Includes 
first aid -work, as well as a part of a 
regular nurse's training. 

One of the most Important things 
taught Is the art of dressing and the 
value of good conduct self-respect, 
and a wholesome outlook. 

The principal ' of this school, Miss 
Emily Griffith, was a poor farm girl, 
who began to teach at the age of 14 
years. Her efforts and ability have 
contributed greatly to the success of 
the scho'ol.

MININQ CNOINEERS 
IN WAR. 



Newcastle - on - Tyne, England. — 
There was a large attendance at the 
twenty-etgbth annual mestlns. of the 
Institution - of Mining Engineers, 
which was held this year at Newcas- 
tle-on-Tyne. The IJord Mayor ot New- 
castle, In welcoming the memhers. re- 
called the fact that Newcastle was the 
commercial centre ot the Northum- 
berland and Durham coalfields, and 
that the coal mining and engineering 
professions were dejiéh'dsnt on one 
another. He, spoke 'also ot the debt 
of gratitude oiwed^'by Or«at Britain 
and the Allies to the mienhers of both 
those callings for what they had done 
during the war. Mr. John Simpson, 
president of the, North of England 
Institute, then welcomed the members 
on behalf of that association. 

In reply, Mr. Wallace Thomeyorof( 
of Glasgow, president of the Institu- 
tion of Mining Engineers and chair- 
man of the meeting, spoke of the 
strenuous effort which they were mak- 
ing to try to get the maximum out- 
put with the minimum number ot 
men. They were, he said, all trying 
to produce a certain quantity of coke 
and by-products for explosive pur' 
poserf, which were essential to the 
carrying on of the war. Great ser' 
vices had been rendered by many ol 
their members In the field, and he hop- 
ed that something would be done for 
their students who, by Joining the 
forces, had been prevented from tak- 
ing their certificates as colliery man 
agers. He also spoke of the great 
problems with which they would have 
to deal In the. future, and of the 
changes that had taken placé in In 
dustrlal conditions.

yesterday afternon the sign "PavU 
ton Lithuania" greeted us, and we 
stood, hesitating — which of the man^ 
tables covered with beautiful worK 
should we approach first. In the 
background, before each of the four 
large windows was hung an elabor' 
ately crocheted or knitted bed-spread; 
with conventional designs ot peacocks, 
and other animals. Here and there 
rem among the piles of dainty em' 
broidery lose miniature towers car- 
rying clocks, made by an - emlgranv 
ifom .Lithuania. - 

As we passed among the tablM we 
heard stories of interest concerning' 
(his bit ot work and that; "This queer 
huge hood was brought In by a little 
Uark-eyed Greek girl this morning." 
when we asked her its use, she said. 
"Why, it's to . put around the bab> 
after he's been baptised." And this 
wonderfully embroidered man's sblri< 
with Its gorgeous colors was brought 
In to-day by a foreign woman, who, 
rirhen asked her nationality, replied, 
-Oh, I am Ukranlan, and some ot the 
others of us are Lithuanians, but over 
here you call us all Russians." She 
was asked about the articles she.^haa 
brought in, and said they were her 
husband's shirts. "Oh,~n<»' he does nov 
wear them here, they, are so warm, 
and besides, one can buy such lovely 
ones in the stores." 

We saw a very Interesting Russian 
bread-plate, on which was carved 
sheaf of wheat and words meariing 
"The brown loaf Is grandfather to the 
white loaf." The new flag of^the Rus 
.^lan Republic was also on exhibition, 
and hand-modelled vaseSi' carved pic 
ture frames, and -several specimens oi 
fine basketry, which will be on salb 
December 7, from 4 to 6 p.m. .Some 
beautiful bead -work for window de 
corations and similar uses, was also' 
to be seen, and we were told that il 
was made of twisted paper, and that 
a great deal of. It Is being made -.by 
Invalid soldiers at the present tiine. ^. 
number of national costumes from 
North Russia, - and i'Llttle Russia- 
have been brought In by these lor' 
qlgn Women, who, we were told, list 
. eiied with great delight and amuse 
ment to._ the guesses ot the Canadian 
women as to Jiist how these were 
worp. 

After a cup of delicious Russian 
tea, which Is served for a very moder' 
atb sum. we left, feeling that our

. . . The book is gone, and I 
feel as Wordsworth Is generally sup- 
jMsed to have felt when he became 
aware that Lucy was in her grave, 
and remarked so emphatically that 
this would make a considerable dif- 
ference to him; or words to that ef- 
fect. ... I said, "as Wordsworth 
generally supposed to have felt;" 
for any one Imbued with the spirit of 
modem science will read the poem 
with different eyes from those of a 
mere literary critic He will note that 
Wordsworth is most careful not to 
explain the nature of the difference 
which the death of Luc^ will occasion 
to him. He tells us that there will 
be a difference; but there the mat- 
ter ends. The superficial reader takes 
It that he was very sorry she was 
dead; it Is, of course, possible that 
he may actually have been so, but he 
has not said this. On the contrary, 
he has hinted plainly that she was 
ugly and generally disliked; she wus 
only like a violet when she was halt- 
hidden from the view, and only fair 
a star when there were so few 
stars out that It was practlcaUy im- 
possible to make an Invidious com- 
parison. If there were as many , as 
even two stars, the likeness was felt 
to be at an end. It Wordsworth had 
imprudently promised to marry this 
young person, and had afterwards 
seen someone whom he liked better, 
than Lucy's death would undoubtedly 
h.ve made. a conslderAblo difference 
to him, and this is all he has ever 
s:ilil that It. v.culd do. What right 
have we to put glosses upon the mos- 
terly lotlconco of a poet, and cr«?rlt 
him with fueWrgf possibly the very 
reverse of tl-cse t.e actually entvialn- 
ed. 

Sometimes, indeed, I have been In- 
clined tr tbtnk that a mystery is be- 
ing hlntid at, more dark than any 
critic has suspected. I, do not hap- 
pen to possess a copy ot the poem, 
but the writer, If I am not mistaken, 
says that "few could know when 
Lucy ceased to be." "Ceased to be" 
Is a suspiciously euphemistic expres- 
sion, and the words "few could know" 
are not applicable to the ordinary 
peaceful death of a domestic servant 
such as Lucy appears to have been. 
No matter how obscuris the deceased, 
any number of people can, know the 
day and hour of his or her demise, 
whereas in this case we are express- 
ly told that It would be Impossible for 
them to know. Wordsworth was no- 
thing If not accurate, and would not 
have said that few could know, un- 
less he was aware of circumstances 
that precluded all but those Implicat- 
ed. In the crime of her death from 
knowing the precise moment of Us 
occurrence. If Lucy was the kind of 
)er8on not obscurely portrayed In the 
poem; It Wordsworth had murdered 
her, either by cutting her throat or 
smothering her. In concert, perhaps, 
with his friends Southey and Cole- 
ridge; and If he had thus found him- 
self released from an engagement 
which hàd become irksome to him, or 
possibly from the threat of an action 
for breach of promlsei then there Is 
not a syUable- In the poem with which 
hs crowns , his crime that Is not alive 
with meaning. On any other suppo- 
sition, to the general reader It Is un- 
intelligible.— Samuel Butler.

ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. 

Commissions in alt branches of the 
Impcrinl service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation Is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a University 
degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario, It obtains the 
same exemptions as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course is three 
years In three terms of 9% months 
each. 

The total cost of the course. Includ- 
ing board, uniform, Instructional ma- 
terial, and all extras Is about |800. 

The annual competitive examination 
for admission to the College, takes 
place In May of each year, at the head.^ 
quarters of the several military dis- 
tricts.

"Some .Rellgioua Problems of Our 
Times" is the title of a series of ad- 
dresses to b« delivered by Dr. 8y 
monds, of Christ Church Cathedral, 
in the Central T.M.C.A., Drummond 
Street, particulars of which are giv- 
en below. Realising Dr. Symonds' 
popularity as a preacher to students, 
we feel. that many McGIU men wilt 
be interested in these addresses, and 
will endeavour to hear them. 

Owing to the great advances which 
have recently been made in our know- 
ledge of the Bible and of the world 
of nature, a flood of new light has 
been thrown on many religious ques- 
tions. It baa, therefore, been neces- 
sary to reconsider many old truths 
from new viewpoints, with the re- 
sult that to many persona it haa 
seemed that the ' f oundationa , of the 
Christian faith were Insecure. 

The war, furthermore, has beaten 
into the minds of many men -the real 
and overwhelming importance of many 
things in the spiritual world which 
they formerly passed by with but lit- 
tle concern. 

The Y.M.C.A., both on the field of 
battle and in civil life, having been 
brought into very close relations with 
the young men of Canada, has had 
these facts borne In upon it. So also 
have many of the leading men in our 
churches. 

The lectures of this course by the 
Rev. Herbert Symonds, D.D., LUD., 
will deal with the new difficulties pre- 
sented by this changing age, and will 
show that, while the foundations of 
the Christian belief stand secure, the 
recent advances of knowledge necessi- 
tate a modification of certain views 
which were formerly held in the Chris- 
tian Church.

It is at this point, Dr. Balme said, 
the Christian message can help.

He atat- 
ed that Ceylon waa moving with the 
same spirit aa India, China and Ja- 
pan. The work of the T. M. C. A. In 
Colombo is not only Msentlal, but it 
la a necessity for the welfare of that 
city. 

The speaker then went on to stata 
that conditions in the East are chang- 
ing very rapidly. He stated that the 
Governor of Ceylon was a director of 
the Y. M. C. A. wor kon that island, 
and that the Government has given 
the lAssociatlon moral and financial 
support in order that they may do all 
they possibly can to help the people 
of Ceylon. 

Mr. McCIaln then spoke of some of 
the evidences of the work done by 
the secretaries of the Association. Nu- 
merous natives, he stated, accepted 
Christianity, although they knew that 
If their parents or friends discovered 
this .they would lose their lives.. One 
peculiar condition of .niasses in Cey- 
lon was that they are all in debt to 
the money-lenders, and "some of them 
have to pay àà high as BO per cent, in- 
terest each monthl The secretaries 
do- all they can . to relieve the people 
by lending them money ^ and educat- 
ing them 80^ thai, they, ma:y earii an

In closing the spiëàkeÈ "said that the 
people in Canada and other countries 
don't appreciate the wonderful advance 
made by India.

India, he said, wants to be 
on "an equal footing with Canada and 
Australia in the British Empire. Let

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Chine gun In the comer of the wood 
which hU men had to. p«aa to reach 
their position. A well directed fire 
would mean great loas both in men 
and mounts. Hia charKer was one ot 
especial strength and spirit, so, ap- 
plying his spurs, without a moment's 
hesitation, he rapidly drew away from 
the squadron and made direct for 
the machine gun. He reached the 
barbed wire entanKlements always 
provided In such Instances, uninjured, 
and his horse, by almost aupematurul 
strength, leaped the wires. While in 
mid air the officer shot with hia re- 
volver the six men of the gun crew, 
saving his men. Result — a well earn- 
ed V. C. 

The Captain placed special empha- 
sis on the Hun atrocities, ot which 
he himself was a wUnesi. He, with 
his unit, followed in the track ot the 
German after his famous retreat to 
the Hindenburg line, a path ot ruined 
cities and villagea strewn with slauKh 
tered bodies, both of cattle and hu 
man beings, buried In the debria of 
uprooted houses. 

He told of several traps laid by the 
Boche tor the destruction of the en 
emy which came under his .personal 
notice. In one village a house was 
left In fairly good condition, and 
was eagerly seised by the unsheltered 
soldiers. One night a band of them 
sat around a .roarlns grate fire swap- 
ping stories of home when < the fire 
place suddenly was blown up by cun 
ningly contrived time bombs. Three 
were killed and three wounded. 

The particular delight of the Hun, 
however, was to set elaborate traps 
In the dug-outs, which they were 
about to evacuate, including such de< 
vices as a concealed spring in a cer 
tain step which would blow the whole 
dug-out sky high by, setting off ex- 
plosives. In one especially large dry 
dug-out. forty men were in billets 
when an order came from headquar 
ters ordering all such billets to be 
discarded. Then men, with much 
grumbling,' took up their abode else 
where. Two days after the dug-out 
went up In smoke. A wire Immersed 
in acid ot a known strength was grad 
ually eaten through. .When It snap^ 
ped a spring was released automatl 
.ally Igniting a large amount of T. 
N. T. . 

A still more ingenious, or better, 
fiendish plan met with more success 
À party of Tommies, to their huge 
delight, found a piano apparently In 
good condition. Immediately the inost 
gifted of the bunch proceeded to rat 
tie oft some rag .time, while hta com 
rades sUrted an. Impromptu "Jig." 
When the right key was touched the 
piano shivered ' to atoms, and ot - the 
Boldiera only one lived to tell the tale. 

The cavalry unit to which the Cap- 
tain' was attached was sent into the 
trenches to do dut3r.,aa';irifantryj and 
while stationed there hé. witnessed a 
most sensational air battle, Oppo 
site the Canadian trenches, and Just 
behind those ot the Germans, the 
enemy had eleven stationary balloons 
which "became so offensive that the 
air squadron commander received or- 
ders to remove - thém.' One day three 
British fighting planes appeared high 
In the air. They drew the fire ot the 
Archies, and soon a whole German air 
quadron rose In pursuit of the three. 
They continued dodging around, much 
to the disgust of the' onlookers, who 
though their doom was sealed. Soon 
however, their purpose was evident 
for flying so low over the trees, 
at terrific speed came eleven of the 
fastest "fighting pups" of the Allies, 
each one making directly tor on as 
signed observation balloon. Before 
the Oermana could apply their defen- 
sive weapons to this new front, eleven 
sausage balloo'ns were useleaa . for 
ever. more. 

Another day a ' single . air than 
mounted high above the German 
trenches. Atter flying about for a 
time he was seen to be falling to the 
ground head downward. Soon ' his 
plane was flopping over and over like 
a bird with a wounded bird, and the 
comment ran along the lines, "An- 
other poor devil gone." But loi when 
within three hundred feet of earth 
the plane was righted, flew along the 
German trenches, raking them with a 
galling machine-gun fire, flew 'bo^K 
again, repeating the dose then with 
a flirt shot Into the blue above and 
regained it's lines In safety. 

The Captain- described the only 
scrap, ho was In, and according to 
his version such scraps are almost 
dally occurrences to officers and mon 
ot the different fighting units. The 
attack was on a wood, and after pro- 
longed locomotion with the body In a 
recumbent and face downwards posi- 
tion, the position of his platoon was 
reached. Owing to a' mistake In time 
made by another attacking party,' the 
sduad were subjected to the tire of 
their own comrades. Happily no one 
was Injured, but the Captain said his 
chief thoughts were ot his sins and

.such places when he didn't have to, 

Captnin Graham, In , conclusion, 
pointed' out the great ^comradeship of 
the men at tho front, which amounts 
to almost a rellglon%w;lth. .them,' and 
Intimated that the Qdiverhmont and 
the Canadian people must be- prepared 
to receive a far different and on the 
whole nobler type of manhood than 
that which tjjey sent overseas.

Medical Eaaminalion at the nearest Medical Board Centre. 

Upon examinalion they will be placed in Medical Categories — A. B, C, ar E. Qaas Om I 
in dtegorie* B, C, or E Mtiiiy immediate requiremenU if they attach the mMical rapert they will receive to 
their claim for exemption. 

Where an employer claims exemption for an employee on the ground that H is aipedienl ia the 
■aliaMl. inlereat that the man ahould continue in the work in which he ia hihiliwHf eagafod, he ahoiild 
■ttadr to the claim for exemption a atatement and a schedule as f oUom)— 

The Employer's Statement 

Total number of employee*, grouping them according to their respective eeeupalioRa and qualliicatient, 
and stating the number in each group. Indicate the possibility or othcfwite of replacing the labor of Class 
One men with the labor of those not in the statutory claat called up, or of women; also the extant to which 
the withdrawal of man ia the statutoiy clasa would aflecl the buainea*, the reaiea for coatidering that the 
carrying on of the buaineas ia in the national interest, and such other facts and circumstances as may 
appear to be relevant 

The Employer's Schedule 

. : .Thia should atate the names, agea and occupation* of all Class One men smplcyed noting against 
•adi name whether or not daim for exemption ia being made, and whether in the employer's opinion^ 
fxemption if granted, ahould be conditional on the man'a continuing hia preaent occupation, or whether it 
would aufice if exemption were granted for one, two or more months, as the case may be.
